2. SCOPE ; Applicable to each, staff section. 

3. RESPONSIBILITIES : 

a. The Command Post is responsible for the initial alert' notification 
durtng normal duty hours of 0700-1700 daily, Monday through Friday, and at 
all times if on a 24 hour shift basis. 

b. Security is responsible for the initial alert notification after 
normal duty hours Monday through Friday, and the weekend period from 1700 

ours riday to 0700 hours Monday. The Commander or Weekend Duty Officer 
will notify Security when to initiate the alert.
